F o al Smith, Ark., Jan. 17.—The six 
condemned men were hanged here at 
12:13 p. rn. Thursday. Their names and 
the crimes of which they were guilty 
appear in the following sketch: 
The murder for which Austin paid so 
dearly was atrocious and unprovoked. 
On the 25th of May, 1885, in the town of 
Tishomingo, Chickasaw Nation, he killed 
Tbvmas Elliott, a white man, deliber­ 
ately snooting him three times without 
provocation. Tho murder occurred in 
broad daylight, and was witnessed by 
several parties. 
Austin was a full­ 
blooded Chickasaw Indian, and a splen­ 
did specimen of 
physical 
manhood, 
weighing about 200 pounds. 
John Billy, Tnomas Willis, and Madi­ 
son James were all full-blooded Choc­ 
taws, and were convicted jointly of the 
murder of a white man, whose name was 
supposed to be A. II. Williams. Tho 
principal witness was another Indian 
named Graham, who saw the murder 
committed. The crime was committed 
on the 12th of April, 188S, and on tho 
8th of January last Deputy Marshal Ben 
Cranstall arrested Graham, who gave 
the whole thing away and became a 
State witness at tho trial. 
Madison James* sentence was com­ 
muted to Imprisonment in the peniten­ 
tiary for a term of fifteen years. 
Sam Goin and Jimmon Burris, full­ 
blooded Choctaws, were tried in October 
last, Jim Goin also being a defendant in 
the case, but he was acquitted while the 
others were found guilty. 
The victim 
of these men was Houston Joyce, of 
Franklin, Tex., and the motive was rob­ 
bery. 
Jefferson Jones, a full-blooded Choc­ 
taw, was convicted on the 14th of Octo­ 
ber of a most foul and dastardly murder, 
his victim being an old man 65 years of 
age, named Henry Wilson. On the 12th 
of March last the old man started on foot 
from a point near La Flore, Choctaw Na­ 
tion, his destination being Polk county, 
Ark. Not hearing from him a searching 
party 
traced him 
as far as Isaac 
Winton's, where he stopped tho first 
night, but 
after 
leaving there no 
trace 
of 
him 
could - bo 
found. 
The mountains were scoured with like 
results. Then the case was reported to 
tho United States authorities, and De­ 
puty Marshal Barnhill was sent out to 
search for the missing man. He found 
the gun carried by Wilson at tho house 
of George Beams, who said Jefferson 
Jones had killed the white man and left 
tho gun at his house. Jefferson was 
arrested and acknowledged the whole 
thing.

The Dane County, Wisconsin, Murderer 
Sentenced to State’* Prison for Life. 
Madison, Wis., Jan. 17.—John Kuhnl, 
charged with the murder of William 
Christian, in the town of Primrose, Dec. 
12, ISS*, was arraigned in the Circuit 
court here, pleaded guilty and was Im­ 
mediately sentenced to imprisonment 
for life in the State's prison at Waupun. 
He received his sentence lyimoved. 
The crime was the most atrocious ever 
committed in Dane county, and at the 
time attracted 
widespread attention 
Christian was a cheesemaker, and with 
him lived John, or Hans, Kuhnl. About 
Dec. 23, 1888, two boys, while fishing, 
found a sack in the water. They opened 
it and found therein portions of .a human 
body. Christian and Kuhni were missing 
and evidences of murder were found in 
the factory. It was found that Christian 
had been killed, his body cut in small 
pieces, part of tho remains buried, 
part placed in a sack and thrown in the 
creek, and others packed in a valise and 
carried away by the murderer. Kuhni 
was traced to Philadelphia, whence he 
had sailed for Europe. A cablegram to 
Queenstown resulted in his arrest, and 
after a long struggle with English law he 
was brought back for trial. He has sinee 
been in Jail. 
In his confession, which was made 
some time ago, but kept secret until to­ 
day, Kuhni says that he killed Christian 
because he ridiculed his religion and 
laughed at him for reading the Bible.

AN ALARMING 
INCREASE 
OF 
CHICAGO’S C t ATH RATE. 


THE ..RESERVE” RULE. 


The Malady Not Chatted by the Cold 
Weather—I* It a Pfsswsor of 
Cholera? 


Chicago, 
Jan. 
17.—The expected 
diminution in the death rate whleh the 
cold weather wa9 to accomplish Is a dire­ 
ful failure. The reports of the deaths 
from influenza have increased from day 
to day. Yesterday 127 deaths were re­ 
corded at the Health Office, the largest 
number In one day since the terribly hot 
summer day of July 17,1887, when there 
were nearly IOO cases of fatal sunstroke. 
Eleven cases of death from Influenza 
were reported. 
Tho malignant character of the epi­ 
demic is evidenced by tho fact that near­ 
ly all tho cases were marked “sick throe 
days.” Of tho total of 127 doaths, 79 
wero from bronchial and pulmonary 
affections, largely pneumonia, next to 
which came bronchitis and asthma. The 
pneumonia cases were generally marked 
“sick thrco days,” and in each case the 
period of illness rarely extended over a 
week. Tho mortality as indicated by 
yesterday’s report has been particularly 
severe in the southern wards, located in 
Hyde Park. 
The deaths previously reported this 
week were 325,which was increased yes­ 
terday to 452 for the first fivo days of tho 
week. The same rate of increase will 
make G34 for this week, as standing 
against 497 for last week, which was 
considered abnormally large. The dif­ 
ference will be better understood when 
It Is stated that yesterday’s annual death 
rate per 1,000 was 42.47. Last week it was 
24 per 1,000, and the prospect is that at 
the end of this week it will reach nearly 
if not quito 40. The normal death rate 
for Chicago is 19.5 per 1,000, while last 
year it was only a fraction over 18. 
Dr. De Pietra Santa, 
an 
eminent 
authority on this subject says: “To us 
it appears that the cause of the epidemic 
of influenza lies in the atmosphere. We 
see no other pathogenic agent whose 
influences are general or mobilo enough 
to correspond with the peculiar features 
of an epidemic of the grip. 
Scientific 
opinions differ widely as to what particu­ 
lar atmospheric conditions are favorable 
to 
tho disease. 
Nothing certain is 
known. 
Prof. Pdekaucr of St. Psters- 
bug beleives that the influenza is 
precursor to an epidemic of cholera, and 
States that he has observed this to bo 
the 
case In four different instances, 
but it seems to us that this view is in­ 
correct.” 
Dispatches from other cities indicating 
the progress of tho disease follow; 
New York—Tho death rate in this city 
has fallen to almost its normal figure, 
There were 125 deaths for the past 
twonty-four hours, against 172 for tho 
previous twenty-four hours. 
Philadelphia—The 
increase of the 
death rate In this city is creating great 
alarm. If the present average keeps up 
throughout the week the list will be the 
largest here for over fifty years. 
Macon, IU.—E. M. Duane, a leading 
grain buyer, formerly of Chicago, died 
here of pneumonia, originating in in­ 
fluenza. Ile was 28 years old. 
Boone, Iowa—Nearly every business 
house in town is crippled through em 
ployes being laid up with the grip. 
There are 300 cases here. 
Milwaukee, Wis.—Influenza is losing 
its hold here, nearly all the ailing police­ 
men having recovered. 
Wabash, Iud.—Every lawyer in town 
Is suffering from grip, and Judge Conner

Agriculture is now depressed and the sn 
nasi profits of the farmers small, as com­ 
pared with those engaged ti handling 
our products. The census of 1880 shows 
that the average value cf the annual 
products of etch farm cia the United 
States waa only $551. I am inclined to 
believe that the oensns of 1890 will make 
a smaller showing than that of 1880. 
Datitl Webster, one cf the wisest of the 
Amerioan statesmen said: "The beet 
government cannot long endure where 
the tendency of the law is to crests a rapid 
aconmalatioo of property in the hands 
of a few and to render the masse© of the 
people poor and depend Ll. "We have a 
few cf the these “rapidly accumulators” 
in this country who count their wealth 
by the many millions. My neighboritc- 
dsy is selling barley at 22 cents a bushel, 
oat I st 18 cent*, and beef cattle at $2.25 
per hundred t > get money to pay the in­ 
terest on bis $5U0 dollar mortgaged farm 
to one of those mouey loaners. Agricul­ 
ture is the leading industry in this coun­ 
try and should pay the husbandman a 
fair reward for bis toil, but through the 
combinations of oapilar, traits, cheque*, 
and the Chicago meat combine, the 
farmers oar hardly pay their taxes and 
interest on their mortgagee. The farm­ 
ers of this country pay 70 per oent. of 
the tues and have very little to say 
about legislation. Three-fourths of tbs 
last congress were lawyers and a lawyer 
oan no more legislate for a farmer than 
ingersoll could give satisfaction to a 
congregation by changing pulpits with 
an oithodox minister. If we ever expect 
to get the relief from congress that we 
ought to have, we must nave practical 
farmers. We have them in every state 
in the union abundantly qualified to fill 
any office within the gift of the people, 
and when farmers organize into a body, 
as they should do, work together and 
vote together, (hen the “cloud aith a 
silver lining" will be more visible to the 
working classscs than ever before. Or 
genization moat meet organization, and 
be that stays outside will be left far be­ 
hind. 
Our order wts the first to hol ily pro* 
oleim opposition to monopoly, to the 
end that 
American egiioaitare and 
American labor might he protected. It 
was the first organization to cry oat 
against the misappropriation of the pub­ 
lic domain in the interest cf ring*, 
cliques and monopolists. It was the 
first organization to demand that the in­ 
terests of agriculture were each ss to de­ 
serve a position in the president’s cabi­ 
net. It wan the first organization that 
attempted to unite the farmers in co­ 
operative efforts, so as to enable them to 
appreciate the val ae cf money and to 
save some si ight portion of their hard 
wrought earnings, beth in boyiogand 
selling. It was the great lever that with 
its silken cord binding the farmers of a 
common country, first buried the ele­ 
ment of discord and discontent in a re­ 
united union; declared that the Ameri­ 
oan people were Ating for the present 
and future and not for the past; that in 
our great agricultural brotherhood we 
(now no north, no south, no east, no 
west, baft a oommou country and a com­ 
mon interest. Arbitration is one of the 
foundation planks c f oor order, and all 
differences whether between individuals, 
stat s or nations should be settled by it. 
I desire to call your attention to the 
California law in relation to the U xt 
books: “ Ihegovenor, superintendent 
of pnblio int I ruction and the principals 
of the state normal schools shall oon - 
stunts the state board cf education, and 
shall oompile or oanee to be compiled, 
and adopt an nniform series of text 
books for use in the common schools 
throughout the state. The state board 
may cause such text books when adopted 
to be printed and published by the su­ 
perintendent of state printing at the 
state printing offior, and when so piloted 
and published to be distributed and sold 
at the coat price of pi id! tog, publishing 
aud distributing the same. 
Said text 
books so adopted to continue i a use not 
lese than four yeara. ’j 
The state superintendent cf public in­ 
struction of California says in his annual 
report for 1888: “It ooet the stale sixty- 
eight per cent more under the old sys­ 
tem where they bought their books than 
it did when they were published by the 
stat-.'' We should do all that lays in 
our power to ©ducats oar chi dren by se­ 
curing text books for the poor at ss low 
rata as possible and then compel them to 
attend school and study. There mast 
be a great growth of the principle ct in­ 
dustrial education, muscle mast be de­ 
veloped, but not snob ss that developed 
lo gymnasiums. 
There shimld not be 
anither gymnasium builtin this coun­ 
try, and those in tx.steno? at present 
should be tamed into workshops. 
One of the obief causes why the grain 
that we raise upon oar farms is «o de - 
predated in price is the opti rn dealing 
on the b lards cf trades In cities. 
These 
■ales are made quite often by parties not 
owning one bushel of wheat. 
They sell 
and promise ta deliver. They often sell 
millions of bushels of grain moulin be­ 
fore it is harvested, and this has a de­ 
moralizing cffcot upon our business. It 
is just simply ganbling mour product*, 
and congress should pass a law making 
it a felony for anyone selling their 
promises to deliver goods that they 
have not and never expect to have. 
The gambling in our meat products is 
becoming another serious matter. 
No 
one in Wisconsin oan raise beef at pres 
en! prices. In fact, they are dissatisfied 
with pnoes paid for beef cattle out on 
the.plain*, where it does not cost one- 
half as much to raise as here, and men 
are reducing herds and going out of the 
business. We must keep stock in order 
to retain fertility of soil, but do not want 
to be obliged to give to other parties all 
the profits in our business and a good 
deal more. Congress should step in and 
say to the Big Fonr in Obioago “that by 
your refusal to answer questions before 
the congressional committee and yonr 
gambling in meat products in this coun- 
I try, completely demorel'Zing that great 
industry,yonr presence is no longer de­ 
sired, and that henceforth and forever 
you are banished from the land.” All the 
farmers ask is an honest share for wife 
and home of what the farm yields. The 
old law of snpply and demand regulat­ 
ing prices is a myth; they are regulated 
by gamblers who are appointed to enter 
our boards of trade to sell any quantity 
of our products that they are able to put 
up a margin on whioh ia only called in 
ease an advance occur*. 
We are now working to have the pat­ 
ent laws so amended as t J correct inno­ 
cent purchaser© of patented articles; to 
have a law passed to prevent the adulter­ 
ation of food, drugs, liquors aud land; to 
oleo! United States senators and post­ 
masters by a direct vote of the pejple. 
Ic any revision of the tariff the rights of 
agriculture should be respected.
